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ART MUSEUM AND CLEVELAND CINEMATHEQUE TO SHOW JEAN RENOIR COLOR FILMS 

French filmmaker Jean Renoir's five color films from the 1950s will be 
presented in January as a joint venture of The Cleveland Museum of Art and the 
Cleveland Cinematheque at The Cleveland Institute of Art. The series 
celebrates the Museum's January opening of a major exhibition of Impressionist 
and Post-Impressionist paintings from The Courtauld Collection in London. 
Renoir was the son of the celebrated Impressionist painter Auguste Renoir and 
many of his films evoke his father's imagery. 

As listed below, three of the films will be shown in the Lecture Hall of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art, 11150 East Boulevard, and two of the films will 
be shown in the auditorium of The Cleveland Institute of Art, lll4l East 
Boulevard.
